around very long. The labor bosses 
probably will agree later on some- 
hing shorter for the outfit which 
puts under one tent 10 million AFL 
members and five million unionists 


r the CIO. 
The first major problem of the 


wo groups when they sit down to- 
other will be to get along together 
r. In spite of the present air of 
larrnony, hard feelings run deep 
mong the heads of some unions 


which will be in the 
new AFL- 


IO. 
For one thing, there's the prob- 
;m of/trying to keep them from 
aiding one another's unions 
for 


members. 


For the sake of labor unity, Wal- 
er Reuther, president of the CIO, 
greed that George Meany, presi- 


dent of the AFL, should be presi- 
dent of the new giant of American 
labor. 


The ruling body, with plenty of 


power written into the proposed 
constitution, will be the Executive 
Council, made Up of the president, 
Meany, a secretary-treasurer, and 
27 vice presidents from member 
unions. 


Starting out, at least, the CIO 


will be in a minority. There will 
be only 10 CIO people on the 29- 
man council. This 'council 
has 
a 


big stick: It can investigate' 
and 


suspend member unions for what it 
considers misconduct. 


•Since this council will meet only 


three times a year, perhaps 
the 


real power will turn out to be in 
the hands of an executive com- 
mittee which will meet every two. 
months and can get a lot of

done faster than the 29-man' coun- 
cil.

much sleep over it, they agreed on 
a compromise. They will start out 
mder this name: The American 
Federation of Labor and the Con- 
ress of Industrial Organizations. 
That's a big mouthful to 
cai'ry 


around very long. The labor bosses 
probably will agree later on some- 
hing shorter for the outfit which 
puts under one tent 10 million AFL 
members and five million unionists 


r the CIO. 
The first major problem of the 


wo groups when they sit down to- 
other will be to get along together 
r. In spite of the present air of 
larrnony, hard feelings run deep 
mong the heads of some unions 


which will be in the 
new AFL- 


IO. 
For one thing, there's the prob- 
;m of/trying to keep them from 
aiding one another's unions 
for 


members. 


For the sake of labor unity, Wal- 
er Reuther, president of the CIO, 
greed that George Meany, presi- 


dent of the AFL, should be presi- 
dent of the new giant of American 
labor. 


The ruling body, with plenty of 


power written into the proposed 
constitution, will be the Executive 
Council, made Up of the president, 
Meany, a secretary-treasurer, and 
27 vice presidents from member 
unions. 


Starting out, at least, the CIO 


will be in a minority. There will 
be only 10 CIO people on the 29- 
man council. This 'council 
has 
a 


big stick: It can investigate' 
and 


suspend member unions for what it 
considers misconduct. 


•Since this council will meet only 


three times a year, perhaps 
the 


real power will turn out to be in 
the hands of an executive com- 
mittee which will meet every two. 
months and can get a lot of 
work 


done faster than the 29-man' coun- 
cil.

For the sake of labor unity, Wal- 
er Reuther, president of the CIO, 
greed that George Meany, presi-

The ruling body, with plenty of 


power written into the proposed 
constitution, will be the Executive 
Council, made Up of the president, 
Meany, a secretary-treasurer, and 
27 vice presidents from member 
unions. 


Starting out, at least, the CIO 


will be in a minority. There will 
be only 10 CIO people on the 29- 
man council. This 'council

big stick: It can investigate'

suspend member unions for what it 
considers misconduct. 


•Since this council will meet only 


three times a year, perhaps 
the 


real power will turn out to be in 
the hands of an executive com- 
mittee which will meet every two.

For one thing, there's the prob-

members. 


For the sake of labor unity, Wal- 
er Reuther, president of the CIO, 
greed that George Meany, presi- 


dent of the AFL, should be presi- 
dent of the new giant of American 
labor. 


The ruling body, with plenty of 


power written into the proposed 
constitution, will be the Executive 
Council, made Up of the president, 
Meany, a secretary-treasurer, and 
27 vice presidents from member 
unions. 


Starting out, at least, the CIO 


will be in a minority. There will 
be only 10 CIO people on the 29- 
man council.

considers misconduct. 


•Since this council will meet only 


three times a year, perhaps

a compromise. They will start out 
mder this name: The American 
Federation of Labor and the Con- 
ress of Industrial Organizations. 
That's a big mouthful to 
cai'ry 


around very long. The labor bosses 
probably will agree later on some- 
hing shorter for the outfit which 
puts under one tent 10 million AFL 
members and five million unionists 


r the CIO. 
The first major problem of the 


wo groups when they sit down to- 
other will be to get along together 
r. In spite of the present air of 
larrnony, hard feelings run deep 
mong the heads of some unions 


which will be in the 
new AFL- 


IO. 
For one thing, there's the prob- 
;m of/trying to keep them from 
aiding one another's unions 
for 


members. 


For the sake of labor unity, Wal- 
er Reuther, president of the CIO, 
greed that George Meany, presi- 


dent of the AFL, should be presi- 
dent of the new giant of American 
labor. 


The ruling body, with plenty of 


power written into the proposed 
constitution, will be the Executive 
Council, made Up of the president, 
Meany, a secretary-treasurer, and 
27 vice presidents from member 
unions. 


Starting out, at least, the CIO 


will be in a minority. There will 
be only 10 CIO people on the 29- 
man council. This 'council 
has 
a 


big stick: It can investigate' 
and 


suspend member unions for what it 
considers misconduct. 


•Since this council will meet only 


three times a year, perhaps 
the 


real power will turn out to be in 
the hands of an executive com- 
mittee which will meet every two. 
months and can get a lot of 
work 


done faster than the 29-man' coun- 
cil.
